There is no fact more clearly es- 


tablished in the physiology of man 
than this, that the brain expends its 
energies and itself daring the hours 
of wakefalness, and that these are 
recuperated during sleep; if the re- 
cuperation does not equal the ex- 
penditure the brain withers ; this is 
insanity.

Those who think most, who do 


most brain work, require most sleep. 


That time "saved from necessa- 


ry sleep is infallibly destructive to 
mind, body and estate. 


Give yourself, your children, your 


servants, give all who are under you 
the fullest amount of sleep they will 
take by compelling them to go to 
bed at some regular, early hour, and 
tu rise in the morning the moment 
they awake of themselves, and with- 
in a fortnight nature, with almost 
the regularity of the rising snn, will 
unloose the bonds of sleep, the mo- 
ment enough repose has been secur- 
ed for the wants of thesystem. This 
is the only safe and sufficient rale, 
and as to' the question how much 
sleep anyone requires, each must he 
a rule for himself; great nature will 
nevrr'fail to write it out to the ob- 
server, under the regulations just 
given. 


Cold feet. 


Ijindnn Lnnnl, 


It is, as we have often labored to 


show, a mistake to suppose that 
there is any warmth in clothes. 
Animal heat is the direct result of 
changes going on within the body 
itself. 
Nutrition by food and the 


jjliacharge of energy by exercise are 
the efficient causes of heat. Clothes 
"seem" good and warm because 
they pre%rent the cold air and ob- 
jects with a capacity for heat which 
surround the body from attracting 
the heat generated within ito organ- 
ism. 
The clothing is simply an in- 


sulator. It follows that it should 
be light in weight, and above all 
things that it should permit the free 
and full circulation of blood through 
every part of the system—to the 
end of every finger and toe—and 
that the muscular apparatus of the 
extremities should be in perfect 
working order. 
If we will wear 


foot covering.-*, whether l*x>ts or 
•.ticking**, which compress the feet 
and render the serrate action of 
t-ach toe impossible, it is Mmply ab- 
surd to expu't to be warm footed. 
Heat is tht- complement of work 
and nutrition, and if a part ot the 
organism is so liouud that it cannot 
work, and its supply of food is lim- 
ited, it must he cold. The resort to 
stouter and heavier clothing under 
such circumstances is simply ridicu- 
lous. 
Generally it is the stockings 


that compress the teet. The garter 
acts as a ligature, and diminishes 
the liiood supply, while the stock- 
ing itself acts as a bandage, and im- 
pedes the circulation through the 
extremities
